Both in and mi' of congress an a t ­ 
tempt i« bring mad e to tu rn the Na­ 
tional forests, whl h now belong to 
the whole people, ov er to the western 
state« . This attem pt was mad e 
be­ 
cau se of the openings throu gh which 
the pu blic land s and their resou rce« 
u sed to be stolen hav e been closed . 
The men who hav e 
grown rich or 
who d esire to grow rich, by looting 
the pu blic d omain 
are now facing 
hard times. These men regard any 
change from national control as 
a 
change for the better, 
for to them 
the present situ ation cou ld not well 
be worse. Althou gh a certain nu m ber 
of honest hu t mistaken men are be­ 
hind tlie effort to d estroy the nation­ 
al forests, still in a som e w hat ex ten­ 
siv e ex perience with land grabbers, 1 
an not recall a single one who was 
not an ard ent friend of tins policy . 
Home of the men most interested 
d eny that an> su ch mov ement ex ists 
at all. A partial answer 1« that a pro 
I v ision to giv e the 
national forests 
and pu blic 
land « 
to the western 
states was introd u ced and d efeated 
| at the last session of congress, that 
| many western gov ernors ad v ocate it, 
and that more than a d ozen bill« to 
pro m o te it are actu ally before con­ 
gress now. 
The national forests like the tim ­ 
ber. the waterpower, the grass 
w he r e 
the forest is ev en 
and the minerals 
they contain d o qot stop and the u se 
of them d oes not stop, at state lines 
They can be protected and u sed with 
su e cosh onh u nd er a policy tha t 
is 
aliv e to the Interests 
of the whole 
people, and not merely to the inter­ 
ests of any one section or state. 
The heart of the 
onserv atlon pol­ 
icy Is d ev elopment and u se 
The I'nit 
ed States Forest serv ice, now bitter­ 
ly attacked by those whom it has pre 
v ented from grabbing pu blic resou rc­ 
es, has alway s stood for t rom pt d e­ 
v elopment of the 
national forests, 
and the u se of them 
by 
the small 
man IIrst. 


Six hu nd red thou sand people u s e 
the national forests ev ery y ear. The 
sheep and cattle which graze within 
their bou nd aries su pply one-six th of 
the American people with meat. Ev ­ 
ery man, woman an 1 child in 
the 
t'nlted Stales owns six thou sand feet 
of lu mber **ln the national forests 
Mu ch of the t.imber In them is « till 
too remote and d ifficu lt of access to 
be saleable now, bu t as rapid ly as It 
can he sold withou t loss and inju ry 
to the forest, it is cu t and u sed . The 
serv ice has gu ilt more than 11,000 
miles of telephone lines, 16 00 miles 
of road and ov tr 
13,000 
mile« 
of 
trails. Forty thou sand 
permits for 
I the u se of timber free by settlers are 
issu ed each y ear. Forty -liv e thou sand 
miners operate in the national for­ 
ests. and the forests conserv e 
the 
water su pply of I ITT* towns and cit­ 
ies, and 3 3 1 water 
power projects 
which fu rnish light and power for in 
d u stries of ev ery kind . 
Fou r-fifths of tin* stand ing timber 
in the United States 
Is in priv ate 
hand s. Thirty -sev en priv ate owners 
absolu tely 
control abou t as 
mu ch 
timber as the other ninety -fou r mil­ 
lions of u s hav e in the national for­ 
est« . W hat the nation has left mu st 
be protected for the u se of u s 
all 
against the coming time of need , and 
only the national gov ernment can d o 
that. 
T he Forest serv ice la a clean and 
ofjfLlent organization almost entirely 
mad e u p of western men. It has al­ 
way s been and is tod ay wholly free 
from politics. W hy shou ld the A m er­ 
ican people ru n the risk of political 
mismanagement and priv ate m onop­ 
oly by splitting u p the national for­ 
est? between tifteen or twenty sepa­ 
rate states, most of which hav e 
to 
forest serv ices to take charge of them 
It is had bu siness to mu ltiplj organ» 
zations when one will d o the 
wo r k, 
especially when that one Is d oing it 
well alread y . 
if this mov ement were to su cceed 
two billion d ollars’ worth of pu blic 
property 
in the 
national 
forests 
wou ld be in d anger of passing 
by 
way of state ownership Into priv ate 
hand s. Bu t the greatest d anger lies 
in the monopolies 
of coal, 
water* 
power, timber and other natu ral re ­ 
sou rces to which su ch priv ate ow ner­ 
ship inv ariably lead s. Thfc proof 
of 
ibis statement 
1« the story of how 
the western states hav e s qu a nle r e 1 
the land s alread y granted to them, 
and the monopolies which ha v » re­ 
su lted therefrom. T here is a similar 
record jn many of the eastern state* 


as we ¡J. 
If this a t t a -k su cceed s the pu blic 
land s and other pu blic r e s ou r c e wlB 
be end angered in tu rn.

It u sed to be th a t a coon hu nt was 
not a su ccess u nless the coon was 
treed in a m onarch of the forest, the 
tree su bsequ ently being cu t down by 
the ready axes of th e hu nters to ef­ 
fect the c a p tu re of th e game. 
In days 
when ti m b e r w as plentifu l the land 
owners were not so particu lar, and it 
was not u nc om m on for a hu nting p a r­ 
ty to chop down half a dozen tine 
trees in a single night. 
The hu nting 
party th a t wou ld commit su ch tres­ 
pass now adays probably wou ld find it­ 
self m seriou s trou ble with the cou rts. 
F or trees su ch as th e coon hu nters 
u » ed to cu t now have a big market 
valu e. 
T h e y are growing scarcer all 
the time and the wise land owner is 
realizing th e necessity of hu sba nd ing 
fils resou rces in th e timber line.
